This Office Action is in response to amendments/arguments filed 9/21/2010. 
Currently, claims 71-72, 90, and 110-137 are pending in the instant application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 71 -72, 90 and 1 1 0-1 37 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the rpior art of 
record fails to fairly teach or suggest a plurality of deformation forming a plurality of 
regions wherein the handle is spaced apart from the film to define a plurality of tunnels; 
or a conductive metal layer. In addition, the prior art of record does not fairly teach of 
suggest a handle that defines the entire peripheral edge of the dressing, wherein the 
handle has discrete openings or cuts that do not connect to the outer peripheral edges 
of handle. The prior art also fails to teach a plurality of deformations in the handle of the 
dressing that define a plurality of tunnels.
